The statement from Ladysmith that 
the British guns do not reply to the 
30er artillery because the concrete beds 
for the guns have not yet hardened, is 
interpreted in some quarters to mean 
simply that the British are husbanding 
their ammunitigp as the Boer fire is 
only a trick to gét the British to waste 
she ls.

TOWN COUNCIL FOR 1900. 
Some of our readers may not be aware 
that they have only three short weeks 
left to consider the question as to who 
shall fill the position of Mayor and take 
the places of the three retiring aldermen 
and two school trustees for 1900. Accord- 
ing to the Municipal Ordinante nomina- 
tion takes place on the first Monday in De- 
cember and election followsone week later. 
This year the dates will be Dec. 4th and 
11th respectively. 

The three councillors obtaining the 
highest number of votes las¢ election are 
supposed to stay with the job for two 
years. They are: Messrs. A. Hitchcock,

There is yet very little activity in 
municipal matters, but things no doubi 
will warm up before nomination day. 
Mayor Bogue has called a public meeting 
of the ratepayers for Monday, Nov. 27th, 
for the purpose of discussing municipal 
and school affairs, when the information 
required by the Ordinance will be fur- 
nished by the retiring council and school 
board. It is to be hoped that the rate- 
payers will take a more active interest ip 
municipal affairs, and attend this meeting 
in larger numbers, than they have done 
in previous years. Those whom they 
elected to look after their interests are 
expected to give an account of their 
stewardship, and as a mere matter of 
courtesy, to say nothing of their duty as 
a citizen, every ratepayer who possibly 
can should be present.

when the Minister of the Interior has 
seen fit to do justly by these people. 
They are a people in a sense foreign to 
us, although residents of the sane coun- 
try, and in order ta make them become 
good staunch British subjects as we are 
—it is necessary that they be justly dealt 
with. 

In dealing with the Jand question we 
deal with a question of vast importance. 
We believe that these lands should be- 
long to the people. It is ours. It was by 
mere accident that we were not a Crown 
colony at the time of Confederation. 
British Columbia was and has her lands. 
Just because the Dominion Government 
purchased the rights of the Hudson’s 
Bay Company they lay claim to the lands 
of thiscountry. Theyare simply trustees 
of these lands, and as trustees they have 
squandered our heritage. In these Ter- 
ritories thousands of acres have been 
given away as subsidies for railways. 
Where have these railways been buiit * 
Why, in Manitoba—not in these Territor- 
ies of ours. 

Another question deeply effecting us 
is the tariff question. We have with us 
to-day the Minister of Customs, the man 
who has more to do with the framing of 
this tariff than has any other man. The 
Finance Minister is the man who brings 
down the budget and declares what it 
shall be, but our friend Mr. Paterson is 
the man who has most to do with com- 
piling it. Mr. Ross was not satisfied with 
the tariff. There are many things of 
prime necessity upon which he thought 
the duty could be lowered. What shall 
we do? isthe next question when we 
find that these people have not gone a 
sufficient distance in lowering the tariff. 
We shall have to stay with them in each 
move they make towards reducing the 
duties on articles of prime necessity to 
us. Take their party policy as a whole. 
If the Liberal party has reduced the 
tariff be it ever so little, and if they have 
given usa tariff for revenue only, that is, 
legislation which will raise revenue for 
running the country—protection being 
incidental to that, then I say that so long 
as they go the right way in these matters, 
I will keep step. I hope and trust that 
in the near future they will take on 
more step in the way of lowering the duties 
on the articles so necessary to the people 
of this country.

We know what percentage of 
the year’s accounts goes to purchase 
flannel goods in every home. ‘Under the 
old policy our Conservative friends on 
these articles had a specific and an ad 
valorum duty combined. These specific 
duties were great things for concealing 
what the real duties really were. These 
combined duties in some cases amounted 
te 40, 50 or 60 per cent. Most of these 
goods come from England under~ 2614 
rate. In cotton goods about 80'per cent. 
comes from Great Britain, and they now 
come under preferential tariff. With 
the exception of a few dozen articles they 
all now come to Canada at a lower’ rate 
than they did under the old policy. All 
our staple goods do not come from Great 
Britain, and lest I mislead some I wish 
tostate that on those not coming from 
Great Britain you do not get the benetit 
of the preferential tariff. Some. people 
here may wish to have the duty , lowered 
on some particular articles, but giving 
you the grand totals you can judge for 
yourselves if we have not striven faith- 
fully to ameliorate the condition of 
affairs. What would prove of great 
benefit to one province would in some in- 
stances act to the detriment of some 
other part of our Dominion, ard itis 
only by taking our combined interests 
into consideration that we can’ give to 
our people an impartial and just .legisla- 
tion. Une great principle on which we 
were united and were instructed ‘to be 
united on, was the resolution to effect re- 
form in the tariff to the benefit of the 
people of Canada, and I have illustrated 
how this has been done. .

From cor- 
respondeace published last week it will 
be seen that on October 27th the Com- 
pany were unable to fill orders as 
promptly as they desired, owing to diffi- 
culty with the miners, but they said, 
“ You will please understand that we are 
“ distributing the coal at our disposal 
‘“ amongst our various customers without 
“ discrimination.” 

In a circular letter a few Cays after- 
wards the Company informed its custoin- 
ers that no further orders for coal could 
be accepted in view of the interruption 
of the supply which was then inevitable. 
A day or so after the circular was issued 
not a pound of Galt coal could be had in 
Moose Jaw for love or money, excepting 
you borrewed from ycur neighbor. Why 
should this be the case ? When the cir- 
cular was sent out announcing the strike 
the Regina sheds were full and it is said 
that the agents there had several hundred 
tons in stock. As the Company were 
distributing the coal at their disposal 
“ without discrimination.” how is it that 
the agent’s sheds at this place were 
empty ? 

Last winter we found ourselves ina 
similar predicament, but the Company 
said that the shortage was caused by 
the C.P.R. allowing its stock to run too 
low, and to replenish same it required 
nearly the whole output of the mines for 
the time being. But the C.P.R. cannot 
be blamed this year on that score. 

At this time of year there is always a 
shortage of cars owing to the shipment of 
wheat. But the shortage of cars cannot 
altogether be blamed for the present 
“famine,” as is evident from the fact that 
Regina had a good supply in store ; and 
that there is no shortage in Crow’s Nest 
or Anthracite coal, there being a good 
supply of each in store at Moose Jaw at 
the present time. Just here we might say 
that we have not yet heard of the supply 
running short in any other town In the 
Territores. Pa 

It is therefore evident that there isa 
* screw loose ” somewhere, and the soon- 
er it is adjusted the better. Galt coal is 
a fuel that cannot very well be replaced 
by any other, especially for domestic 
purposes. Upon it the peopte of the 
west, and the people of this district in 
particular, larrely depend both winter 
and summer. It is therefore reasonable 
to think tbat in their’ own interests. the 
Company and its agents should see to it 
thatthere is always a sufficient amount 
in store in time to relieve any emergency 
that might occur from shortage of cars or 
a blockade caused by s.vere weather, 


which is liable to occur at any time after
